(2) Articles relating to the cause, prevention, or 
control of disease. (3) Other pertinent information regarding sanitation and the 
conservation of the public health. 

The Public Health Reports are intended primarily for distribution to health 
officers, members of boards or departments of health, and those directly or indirectly 
engaged in or connected with public health or sanitary work. Articles of general 
or special interest arc issued as reprints from the Public Health Reports or as 
supplements, and in these forms are available for general distribution to those desiring 
them.
